Approximately one month ago- in mid Mirch of 1982 Richard A Dubois of 
126 Hbillips Street, Manchester called the Boy S c oub Service Center 
indicating that he was receiving very little support from bis Troop 117 
Committee and that he did not desire to continue in the position of 
Scoutmaster, effective Kay 1,1982 or sooner if a replacement Scoutmaster 
could be found to t<*ke over his position. Ke indicated that while the 
troop va3 a small one, the boys in that area needed the benifits of the 
Scouting Program* The area served by St Augustine Church includes 
quite a few cconomicly disadvantaged and non traditional families. 
On several other occasions in the next few days Dubois continued to 
make this fact (his plan to resign effective May 1) known to me. 
Once while I was purchasing gas at the Service Station where he is 
employed he stopped work long enough to ask me ir we as a Scout Council 
knew of anypne who could t^ke over the troop. 

About April ^ or ^ Kenneth Himel, an assistant Scoutmaster of the 
Troop who is away at College most of the year indicated to me that 
he has been asked by Scoutmaster Dubois to write letters to the 
parents of the troops scouts telling them that the troop would be 
closing down at the end of April, for lack of Adult support. 

Worn time to time persons call the Scout Service Center volunteering to be 
Scout leaders. One such person, Michael Hynes of 575 Union Street 
called us at about this time .and stated that he would like to be involved 
as a Scouting volunteer. Since we do not assign volunteers to units, 
I passed this name along to Ken Hamel and also to Dubois with the 
suggestion that they contact Hynes. This was done and a meeting 
was set up to interview the new potential leader on Saturday, April 10 
at the church. Present v/ere: Marc Levasseur, Dubois, Fr Leo LeBlanc- 
the committee chairman, Unit Commissioner George Vincent and myself. 

Fr . LeBlanc appeared to have talked with Kynes previous to the meeting
